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HASTEN 
DEMOBILIZATION 


OF SOME YANKS 
OVERSEAS 


'General March Tells of First American Troops Who 


Will Return Home. 


"Washington, Nov. 23.—Demobiliza- 


tion of th» American Expeditionary 
Forces, already in progress with the 
movement homeward of sick and 
•wounded, will be hastened by the re- 
turn at an early date of eight div-i- 
•ions of National Guard and National 
Army troops, eight regiments of coast 
artillery and two brigades of field 
artillery. 
This announcement was 


made today by General March, chief 
of staff, on receipt of dispatches from 
General Pershlng. 


THOSE TO RETURN. 


The divisions which General March 


•aid have been designated by Gen- 
eral Pershing to return as soon as 
the sick and wounded have been mov- 
ed to the United States are: 


National Guard—31st (Georgia, Ala- 


fcama and Florida); 34th (Nebraska, 
Iowa, South Dakot.i and Minnesota); 
88th (Indiana, Kentucky and West 
Virginia); and 39th (Arkansas, MIs- 
(Issippt and Louisiana). 


National Army—76th 
CN'ew Eng- 


land); S4th (Kentucky, Indiana End 
Southern Illinois); 86th (Northern 
Illinois, Including Chicago); and 87th 
(Arkansas, Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Southern Alabama). 


The coast artillery regiments to he 


returned as soon as possible were an- 
nounced as the 4Gth, 47th, 48th, 49th, 
60th, 73rd, 74th and 75th. 


The two field artillery brigades to 


be brought home are the 65th and 
the l«3rd. Eighty-two aero squad- 
rons, seventeen construction compan- 
ies and several special units from 
England will be brought home as 
soon' as transportation facilities are 
arallable, General March said. 
NO NEWS ON OCCUPATION ARMY. 


General March said no report :n 


organization of the Army of Occupa- 
tion had been receiveJ, but that the 
dl- ?' as designated by General Per- 
illing for return were a-r^ng those 
he could spare immediately. 


The order in which they will be 


returned hag not been established, but 
the chief of staff pointed out that 


it would take considerable time to 
bring that number of men horn*. Hs 
also gave assurances that the war 
department had no Intention of al- 
lowing the veterans of the battle- 
fields of France and Belgium "to 
sneak Into the country" unnoticed, 
but that timely announcement would 
be mads so that adequate receptions 
could be planned. 


KEEP 1,200,000 MEN THERE. 


Secretary Baker supplemented Gen- 


eral March's outline of demobilization 
pla-is later by stating that General 
Pershlng was reducing his army to 
a strength of thirty divisions and 
would further reduce It as conditions 
justify. At an average strength of 
40,000 men to a divisions, which would 
cover all necessary auxiliary forces, 
this would mean that General Per- 
shing 
would 
retain 
1,200,000 
In 


France, from which the actual Army 
of Occupation and Its reserves would 
be organized to provide against any 
possible emergency. 


TO RETUBN RAILWAY MEN. 
General March showed that virtu- 


ally all of the supplemental army 
corps and army troops are to be with- 
drawn. He said he already had auth- 
orized General Pershlng to send back 
railway artillery, army artillery, gas 
troops and tank corps units, in ad- 
dition to the divisional organization1]. 
Some of the devisions designated by 
General Perbhing are 
replacement 


units which have been skeletonized 
by withdrawal of drafts to recruit 
divisions in the line.

SOME TRIVIAL INJURIES. 


•While the total losses suffered by 


the American army in France at first 
glanco appears to be almost double 
the total estimated by officers here, 
as probable, analysis of the table, it 
was pointed out shows that among 
the 179,000 wounded are included the 
names of thousands of men whose in- 
juries were so trivial that they never 
•were admitted to hospitals, and the 
records of their injury was kept only 
In company and regimental dressing 
Stations. 
The final total of killed, 


died of wounds or disease, or on the 
unclassified death list, the seriously 
wounded and the prisoners and miss- 
Ing, officers believe, will work out 
not in excess of 125,000. 
DOUBLE DEATHS FROM DISEASE. 


The official figures show nearly 


double the number of deaths from 
disease that have been made public 
to date. No explanation has been for- 
warded by General Pershing, but it is 
assumed that the unexpected increase 
is due to the 
wide 
distribution of 


American and Allied 
hospitals to 


•which the men were sent, making it 
a slow process to assemble the data. 


LESS PRISCNERS TAKEN. 


The number of 
An.eric-ans taken 


prisoner by the Germans—little more 
than two tho'Jsan*—Is strikingly low 
In view of General March's announce- 
ment that a total "In round numbers" 
of 44.000 Germans had bfen captured 
ty the Americans. The fact that the 
American armies have been moving 
forward continuously since it entered 
the battle, doubtless amounts for the 
•Treat difference. 
Th« 1,160 men reported as missing 


probably include others who will be 
found to have been captured, some 
whose bodies will never be recov- 
ered and others who may have be- 
come lost In the ranks of the French 
or British forces. The classification 
also covers the unidentified dead al- 
ways to be expected when great bod- 
ies of troops are engaged. 
History to Show 
In Detail Yanks' 


Part In War 


"Washington, Nov. 23.—The history 


of the operation* of the American 
army in France will be written with, 
a detail never possible in any pre- 
vious war. 
Provision for obtaining 


the most Intimate information of the 
action cf each unit of the army was 


made by tho war department in or- 
dering "war diaries" to be kept by 
designated officers of each unit. 


The Information thus obtained. Gen. 


March, chief of staff, 
said 
today, 


would furnish a day-to-day and hour- 
to- hour history of the war so far 
as the American Expeditionary Forces 
are concerned. 


"The historical public narrative." 


Gen. March said, "will be so com- 
plete that it will be impossible for 
anybody to add to it until demob- 
ilization.

The weather is clear and cold. The 


Americans have bought guide books 
ol Luxemburg and are enjoying the 
0 t;!itseelng in the Moselle valley. 


By official decree the Grand Duchy 


of Luxemburg early today changed 
from German to French time, the 
clocks being set back fifty-five min- 
utes. The Grand Duchy had German 
time for many years previous to 
1914.

ALSACI3 ABOUT FREED. 


Paris, Nov. 23.—The entry of French 


troops into Strassbourg will com- 
plete the liberation of Alsace. The 
military occupation of the city, at 
which Kins Albert of Belgium will be 
present with Marshal Foch, says the 
Petit Journal, will be followed by 
another ceremony. 


At a. conference of President Poin- 


care, Premier Clemenceau and Mar- 
shal Foch, Friday, it was decided that 
the entry of the civil authorities 
would take place on December 8, In 
the presence of the president, the 
premier, the members of the cabinet 
and deputations from the senate and 
chamber of deputies. They will leave 
Paris on a special train on the night 
of December 6. 


SOME YANKS IN BRUSSELS.

BRITISHERS ADVANCE. 


London,' Nov. 23.—Field 
Marshal 


Haig's report-on the movements of 
the British Army of Occupation, Is- 
sued tonight, says: 
"The march towards the German 


frontier Is proceeding satisfactorily. 
Advanced troopt of the Fourth Army 
have crossed the Ourthe river, south 
of Bomal. and are pushing forward 
to the east. 
"The number of guns left behind 


by the retreating enemy now In our 
hands exceeds 600. A number of air- 
planes and quantities of rolling stock 
have also passed into our possession." 


TO fill POLES 


New York. Nov. 23.—Possessed of 


power of attorney to act on behalf 
of the rarlous Polish committees In 
th* United States, Ignace J. Pader- 
ewski sailed today for Europe to fur- 
ther the interest of his compatriots 
In the pending political developments. 


In Paris the noted pianist plans 


to confer with the Polish National 
committee, -which has been recognized 
by the allies and will visit London and 
Rome, and perhaps represent Poland 
during the peace conferences. 


"Poland will be free and so will 


her inhabitants,"

Paderewskl 


said in « statement before departing. 
"The Democratic constitution of Po- 
land will assure liberty and equity to 
every citizen without distinction as 
to race, religion or political opin- 
ion."At present Poland Is still fighting 
for her liberty. There Is no order'ln 
my mother country, but a state of 
war. 
There is no oppression of any 


kind, but self-defense."

Congrebs end Into public discussion 
much sooner than otberwls* the Is- 
sue of whether government operation 
is to continue indefinitely, whether 
this will be extended to government 
ownership or whether the roads will 
be restored to private management, 
with some sort of federal revision to 
permit their continued pooling and 
unified operation. 


AS TO SUCCESSOR. 


Speculation as to Mr. McAdoo's suc- 


cessor took equal rank with the dis- 
cussion of the future policy toward 
tho railroads. 


For the position as secretary of 


the treasury Representative Glass of

Friends of Mr. Glass say he 
has a reputation for being a close stu- 
dent and constructive thinker on fi- 
nancial subjects, and for executive 
ability In a number of private enter- 
prises. 


GOETHAL9 TYPE NEEDED. 


For director-general 
of railroads 


there appears to be much more doubt 
of the President's selection. Such a 


man as Major-General George W. 
Goethals 1* wanted, it was stated to- 
day—a man with executive ability 
not closely connected heretofore with 
railroad management, who could view 
problems from the public standpoint 
and at the same time could direct the 
staff and organization already built 
up by Mr. I^cAdoo. 


SOME PROBLEMS. 


On the new dlractor-general of 


railroads will devolve the task of 
guiding the roads through th* read- 
justment period. This task will ap- 
ply to many phases of employment 
conditions, rate practices, trafflo re- 
forms, terminal constructions, 
dis- 


tribution, of newly purchased cars and 
locomotives, policies of government 
financing of additions, betterments, 
extension* and equipment purchases, 
continuation of re-routing and short 
hauling, standardization of operating 
methods and measures to Increase the' 
traffic capacity of th* rail system* to 
handle the big volume of freight ex- 
pected by students o£ industrial de- 
velopment during the next few years. 


Upon policies o£ the new rail di- 


rector will depend largely whether 
the government shall continue com- 
bining the railroads into a homo- 
genous unit or begin th* "breaking- 
up" process in preparation for re- 
sumption of private control. 
From 


the president's selection observers be- 
lieve may be determined to a large 
degree the attitude of the administra- 
tion on the railroads' future. 


This i* one reason why th* picking 


of a new director-general is fraught 
with unusual significance.

of Russian interests. 
This work can 


be done by Russians only. The coun- 
try is unable at present to send Its 
plenipotentiaries to the conference.

the conference Is a matter of friendly 
interest to the Allies." 


Of the present Bolshevlkl rulers of 


Russia Prince Lvoff said: 


"At the moment of greatest wear- 


iness of tha war they promised peace, 
bread and liberty to the people and 
many followed. 


BLOODY TYRANNY. 


"Instead of peace, they gave never- 


ceasing war; Instead of bread, hun- 
ger without precedent in Russia; In- 
stead of liberty, bloody tyranny such 
as we never knew/in the worst years 
ol the reign of the czars. 


"In tho Bolshevik! state, In connec- 


tion with complete anarchy, reign 
hunger and the need of all essentials 
of life. 
The Allies have decided to 


feed vanquished foes. 
Can they let 


Russia die of starvation? The Allies 
require order of Germany. Can they 
tolerate the nest of anarchy In Rus- 
sia, the domination of the Bolshevlkl, 
who are aiming to kindle class hat- 
red and the struggle with the arms 
o£ the 
proletariat 
against 
other 


groups of the population? 


"I deem the intervention of the Al- 


lies Is dictated not only by pure com- 
passion for the victims of Russian 
Bolshevism, but by political foresight 
as well." 


Prince Lvoff praised highly the ac- 


complishment of the Czecho-Slovalc 
forces.

WITH THE FRENCH ARMY AT 


METZ, Nov. 23.—It IB BOlng to take 
aome time for "the territory ot Metz" 
to accustom Itself to the changes 
which are, being made in Its adminis- 
tration, in the opinion of the old in- 
habitants, of this region. By this 
name this part ol re-conquered Lor- 
ralno will be known until it has been 
finally and fully re-Installed in the 
French republic. 


Bia PROBLEM AT METZ. 


The greater problem will be Metz 


itself, the imall«r towns and rural 
districts, excepting th» mining dis- 
trict*;, being as thoroughly French as 
ever. Metz, the metropolis of the 
province, after having strve,d forty- 
eight years as a German garrison, hag 
been German :«4 to an extent that 
can be appreciated only by personal 
contact. 


The considerable number of Ger- 


man Immigrants the imperial army 
brought with It had established the 
strong German colony, almost equal- 
ing: th« French civil population In 
numbers. These Germans held all the 
public offices and filled all the pub- 
lic posts on railroads and In the pos- 
tal service. They finally succeeded 
in graining an equal representation 
with th» French In the municipal 
council, 


TERRORIZED BY HUNS. 


The native population, unfailing In 


its loyalty to France, was overwhelm- 
ed and terrorized and could only 
nursa Its affection for France In se- 
cret. Now that the liberation the 
people hoped for has come, it has 
taken them by surprise. 


Those residents of Metz who ara 


most devoted to France still find oc- 
casionally that In aplte of themselves 
they are speaking low when talking 
of France and their newly-galnod 
liberty, from Instinctive fear of a 
heavy German ..and on the shoulder 
and an Invitation to follow to tho 
police station. 
GERMANS DO NOT COMPREHEND. 


A German population, on the other 


hand', appears to lack full compre- 
hension of what has happened. The 
jftUWUi residents take tha arrival ot 
the French troops as an unwarranted 
invasion. The presiding: officer of the 
German civil administration. Baron 
von 
Gemmlnsren, 
showed surprise 


when Monsieur Minman, the prefect 
of Nancy, appointed commissary by 
the French government for I/orralne, 
arrived to take possession of bis post. 


Order Is being maintained In Metz 


during the period of transition by 
natives of Alsace-Lorraine, with tri- 
color badges on their arms. 
They 


have all the authority of municipal 
police. There have been a few Inci- 
dents, but quiet prevails, and the peo- 
ple of Metz are beginning to see 
clearly through, emotions that have 
shaken their souls.

the State. 


H. M. Owen, president of Brown's 


Buslnes* College and member of the 
Decatur board of education, admits 
that he obtained a great deal of com- 
fort from the meeting of the Illinois 
City 
Superintendent's 
Association 


held In Decatur. 


"Every since I have been a mem- 


ber of the board of education," be 
said, "I ha\e been greatly distressed 
by the financial condition of the De- 
catur schools. 
Of course I knew be- 


fore 1 became a member of the board 
as every other citizen of Decatur 
knows that the schools are having a 
pretty hard time living within their 
Income. 
But It was not until I be- 


came a member at the board that I 
fully appreciated the acute financial 
•tress of the schools and the extent 
to which they are suffering for want 
of more revenue. 


DECATUR NOT ALONE 


"But up to the time of this meet- 


ing 1 had felt that Decatur was alone 
in Its peculiar 
financial 
situation, 


that there was ro other city In Illi- 
nois that was suffering in just the 
same way and to the extent that we 
are for the need of more school rev- 
enue. 
Of course It does not help us 


any but nevertheless It Is some relief 
to find that practically every city !n 
th* state Is In the same condition 
that we are and that some of them 
ar» Infinitely worse off than we are. 


There are a number of cities In 


th» state as I learned from the re- 
ports of their superintendents and 
boards of education whose situation 
!s absolutely desperate. 


THREE TEARS BEHIND 


"Why, we are keeping within our 


Income by paying low salaries and 
cutting everything out of the schools 
that we can possibly get along wlth- 
oot, but there are cities in the state 


that are two and even three years 
ahead ot their school revenue They 
have bpent their school income for 
two or three years In advance They 
are Issuing anticipatory 
warrants 


they are using all sorts of expedients 
to beat the school taw and get more 
money for school purposes, they are 
turning, twisting, doubling, -shifting 
In their efforts to keep the schools 
going Their situation has become ab- 
solutely desperate They have reached 
the jumping off place. 
Their schools 


are facing bankruptcy if it is pos- 
sible for a public school system to be- 
mme bankrupt. They are insolvent 


DECATUR FINANCIALLY O. K. 
'Among the cities whose schools 


are in the worst financial condition 
as far as I could judge from the re- 
ports are East St Louis, Rockford 
Galesburg, Oak Park, Mollne, Wood 
River and others that I do not recall 
at the moment. They are simply In 
an awful shape when measured by a 
sound business standard. Our school* 
are financially sound at least. While 
un pay low salaries and are forced as 


consequence to lose some of our 


best teachers, while we are obliged to 
rut out half of our primary grades 
to do without kindergartens, to gel 
along without needed supervisors, to 
reduce our night school to Its lowest 
terms, to handicap our schools 
in 


\ arlous ways our school accounts bal- 
ance 
We manage to keep on th* 


right side of the ledger. 
Our edu- 


cational standards may be slipping 
but we are keeping within the law 
and we are not afraid of an audit 
And I am frankly of the opinion that 
no schools in Illinois are more eco

cbtircb and for eleven years a resi- 
dent of that country, reached Decatur 
Saturday night, having left Russia 
only about a month ago.

more respect he has for the people 
In this country. 
His letter, written Oct. I-1, follows' 


AT HOSPITAL 


What I want to tell J ou most 


•bout this time Is a trip 1 took Sat- 
urday. 
You know 1 told you about 
there being 
an 
Amerlian hospital 


Bear here. 
Well, our team went 
down to play them, and I EOt per- 
mission to go along. 
We rode down 
en the truck and got to the hospital 
•bout 11 o'clock 
It Is » sort of Hot 
Bprings affair—huge 
hotels, spring 
bouses, sun parlors and all that. It 
lies In one of the prettiest spots I 
have e^er seen, or hope to see. 


FIXE VIEW 


Big hills on both sides, and at this 
time of the year the lea^es are all 
colors, from green to almost gold. 
The air is, crisp, and 1 think every- 
thing goes together to muHe a per- 
fect health 
resort, 
(excluding, of 


course the rain ) 
The 
American 
government 
has 


taken over most of the big hotels, 
has brought some of the finest doc- 
tors from the States, and is working 
•wonders with wounded men The only 
Americans treated here are 
those 
from close around 
Practically all of 


the patients are British, both English 
and Colonists. 


BEAUTIFUL BUILDING. 


The main hospital is in what used 


to be the finest of the hotels, and it 
certainty is a beauty 
Leaded glass 
wlijdows. mahogany finish, billiard 
rooms, entertainment rooms and all 
that. 
The office is in the lobby and looks 
out over the city to the hills beyond 
7he day t>efore \ve were there a hos- 
pital train liad arrived, and we talked 
with several of the mfn who had Just 
been out of the trenches four or five 
days. 


PROUD OF TANKS. 


They had wonderful tales to tell of 


the spirit of the ^a^nks, and are proud 
to hais been able to fight side by 
side with them 
Do jou know, the 
longer 1 am over nere, and the more 
I see. the better 1 like the country I 
came from, and the more respect I 
have for their people. 
The nurses, for instance, aro all 


Arner.-an jr,rls, mostly from Callfor- 
n a 
I ne.er saw a mere 
cheerful 
?roup of people In my life, and they 
always smile no matter how badly 
mangled the patients they are taking 
care of are. Ard some of the poor 
fellows are literally brought back 
from death. 


IN THE WARDS. 


We were allowed to go into the dif- 
ferent wards, the operating rooms, 
the X-Ray room and all the rest. In 
the X-Ray room we ?aw pictures 
taken of men who had 
just 
been 
brought In 
Some of them were al- 
most full of bits of shrapnel or bul- 
lets, but the doctors work over them 
night and day, and in almost every 
case pull them through.

gardens, bowling 
greens, croqjet frrounds and walks.

them came up to the Base and slept at 
the "Y." 


The water around here IB just like 


the North sea, and you know what 
the North sea Is Ilka in winter. I 
don't (hink there Is anything: elae 
like It. I'll bet the destroyers are 
having- a hard time of It. There Is 
a new pier going up near here, and 
the pile driver out at the end blew 
over awhile ago and soon after it 
snapped off the flat boat it was on 
went down. Reminds me of the storm 
off Camp Paul Jones at Great Lakes 
last fall.

PRINCE OF WALES 


Decatur Physician in France Recovering From 


Wound in Cheek—Recommended 


For Promotion. 


Dr. John Hayes of Decatur, who ( 


has been attached to the British army 
in the hospital service for same time, 
has found the Prince of Wales a very 
likeable fellow, 
has been 
slightly 


wounded In the cheek by a bit of 
shell, has been four times recom- 
mended for promotion and has about 
given up the idea of getting Into the 
American service. 


In a letter to Dr. M. W. Fitxpat- 


rlck of Decatur he tells of meeting 
the neir to the British throne and 
other Incidents of the last big drive 
forward of tbe British army. 


The 
letter Is dated Nov. 2, and 


reached Eecatur on Nov. 22, and in It 
he says: 


STRENUOUS HAPPENINGS. 


"We have had znost strenuous hap- 


penings along our part of the front 
recently. 
The division to which 1 


am attached has advanced forty miles 
on one front and thlrt>-five miles 
on another during August, September 
and October. Of course there was a 
little something to do for the medl- 
cal officers during those times. 


"Yes, 
our 
experiences 
certainly 


have been many and varied, often un- 
der most 
dangerous 
surroundings 


During September 1 got a piece of 
steel In my right cheek. Bits from 
the sa.ne missile killed one private 
and wounded two others at my side 
Am thankful to say mine was a very 
tiny souvenir and though It was quite 
painful and looked for ten days like 
a cheek with a large abscess In It, 
now leaves but little to show that I 
have offered some blood for my coun- 
try. 
It did bleed a lot but much of

the loss was due to the fact that I 
saw to the care of the others first. 


'That clipping of Dr Redmon and

Saccharin. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 4,—The use 


of saccharin In foods In regarded as 
an adulteration under the Food and 
Drugs Act, according to a statement 
Issued foday by the United States 
Department of Agriculture, 


The department has been asked by 


various Interests to reverse, or, »t 
least to reconsider, 
the 
position 


which U took In 1911 upon the use 
of saccharin In food brought under 
the Jurisdiction of the Federal Food 
and Drugs Act, This position In ef- 
fect Is that Investigation has shown 
that the continued use of saccharin 
for a long time, In quantities over 
three-tenths of a. gram a day, IE like- 
ly to Impair digestion and that the 
addition of saccharin for cane sugar 
and other forms of sugar reduces the 
food value of the product and hence 
lowers Its quality. 
Therefore, 
the 


Secretary of 
Agrlculturi 
declared 


that he would regard as adulterated 
food under the Food and Drugs Act 
any 
foods 
containing 
saccharin, 


which might be brought under the 
Jurisdiction of the law. 


The department 
declares 
It 
Is 


aware of no Investigations which 
contribute any more recert evidence 
pointing to th* harmlesaness of sac- 
charin. It has therefore declined to 
reverse Its decision and It has re- 
garded It as unfitting at this time 
to reopen the question for the reason 
that a case Is now pending In the 
courts In which the Issues are pre- 
sented clearly. The department will 
endeavor to press the trial of the 
case.
